Deep interest is felt here in regard to the 


excitement in Boston respecting the new 
Slave case. I have not heard a single voice 
raised in defence of the traitors, who at the 
meetings on the Common and in the Tremont 
Temple, denounce the Constitution of the 
United States, and counselled resistance to 
the laws. On the contrary, there is, I think, 
an almost unanimous desire that the laws may 
be fully enforced, and every violator of them 
be made to suffer the penalty.

Quite a 
number " planked their quarter" at the door, 
and entered — the others staying outside,where 
the principal attraction seemed to be. 


Before opening the " exercises" inside, the 


llev. Mr. Ives, pastor of St Peter's Church,

warmly welcomed. lie stated that all fears 
of a riot on the part of the Iribh Catholics,

James — Charley, we 
mean — regaled the crowd with some rich sto- 
ries, while Fuller paraded around, up to his 
hips in a pair of seven-leagued water-proof 
boots. 


Various matters were publicly discussed — 


the prospects of a row — the 1001 — the Peo- 
ple's Governor — Col. Sawyer — who struck 
Billy Patterson? — Mrs. Jones' lectures — Jen- 
ny Lind — the Charter election — prospects of 
the Mayoralty, and " sich" like. 


At the close of the lecture, a hollow square 


, w« formed — the Monk Leahey, flanked by 
Dr. Burke, the Sheriff' and others, was march- 
ed into the centre, unrl they proceeded, amid 
the cheers and hoots of the boys, to the Hotel, 
where, after various rounds of cheers for the 
United States, the star-spangled banner, the 
City Hotel, Milwaukee, &c., speeches offered 
by Dr. Wolcott and Mr. Blossom, and the 
nomination of the latter for Mayor, the crowd 
quietly dispersed.
